Mr. Finian Lyneh, Minister for Fisheries, in 
yn interview with a representative of the 
Jrish Times yesterday, defended his 
ment against certain criticisms which have 
been made upon it, and also explained its 
position and ite future intentions. 

Mr. Lynch said that a great deal of the 
criticism was misleading, but he admitted 
that there was some excuse for that because 
ef the manner in which the estimates for the 
past year were presen 

These estimates showed that £22,575 had 
been spent on administration, as against 


£3,000 on the development of the fisheries and | 


£6,000 for the maintenance of the cruiser 
Helga. That estimate was evidently mis- 
leading, because it looked as if £22,575 had 
been expended on the head office and only 
£3,000 on the work of developing the fisheries. 

In the estimates there was a note which 
stated :—“* Additional mroneys for fishery 
services are available out of funds at present 
allocated by statute for the endowment of the 
Department of Agriculture and Technical In- 
struction and the Congested Districts Board.” 
Some of the newspapers had suggested that 
this was a trivial sum. As a fact, it was more 
than £40,000, so that there was another 
£40,000 available for devélopment in addi- 
tion to what appeared at a first glance to be 
available from the estimates, 

The present ‘administration expenses would 
be £20,000, and not £22,575, as stated in the 
estimate. As far as it could be accurately 


- ealcniated, the administration expenses of the 


ald department under the Department of Agri- 
culture and the Congested Districts Board 
ainounted to £21,500. 

ADVISORY COMMITTEE. - . 

The Ministry had called together an Ad- 
visory Committee on the sea-fishing industry, 
representative of fishermén, curers, buyers, 
salesmen, trawlers, boat-owners, etc. 

That Committee practically approved of the 
suggestions of the Ministry, including the 
branding of mackerel, ‘‘ if adequate inspec- 
tion could be provided to insure thorough 
guarantee of quality,’ They discussed also a 
scheme for istruetion as to curing for brand- 
ing, and suggested the use of a jarger mesh 
net. The Committee also discussed the ques- 
tion of agents at Liverpool and New York 
who would look after re-icing the fish for the 
markets of London and New York. 

The development of the home market, 
the teaching of the value of fish as a 
food, the establishment of retail shops 
in towns where none now exist, and the 
organisation of the trade generally occupied 
attention. ' 

In the Dail on Wednesday last, said Mr. 
Lynch, it was suggested by Mr. Gorey that 
an Advisory Committee should be set up in‘ 
connection with the inland fisheries’ to bais 
the Ministry. The formation of such a Com- 
mittee was actually in contemplation before 
the deputy suggested it. He had promised a 
deputation from the Conference of Conserva- 
tors—tepresentative of twenty-six Boards of 
Conservators—that he would. set up such a 
Committee, and he had received the sanction 
of the Minister for Finance to incur expenses 
to the atnmount of £100 to pay the cost of 
That Com- 
mittee would probably meet within a month. 

The Ministry intended that in future the 
position of the several Boards of Conservators 
should be in touch with the Ministry, and 
that the Ministry should sanction their ap- 
pointments, audit their accounts, and super- 
vise their work. The grants to the Boards of 
Conservators this year would amount to 
£5,700, and that was almost twice as much as 
had -been spent last year by the Depariment 
of Agricuiture on them. 


PROTECTION. 

What about protection ” 

Mr. Lynch replied that they were asking 
the Commissioner of the Civic Guards to issue 
a General Order to all! stations to increase 
their vigilance, especially during the spawning 
season, in those localities where poaching was 
more or less practised. In that way they 
hoped to secure that the rivers and Jakes 
would be well stocked with salmon and trout, 
thus forming a great attraction to anglers 
from abroad as well as to those at home. 

For the information of foreigners the 
Ministry had a stall at the Leeds Exhibition 
last month, and it attracted much attention. 

“We hope.” continued the Minister, “ that 
we shall get the help of tourist agencies, rai)- 
way companics, and hotel-keepers in issuing a 
booklet which will advertise the value of our 
rivers and lakes from the angling point of 
view. Not only will the inland fisheries be 
protected, but we are instituting a scheme to 
cope with illicit trawling on our coast. Those 
who are caught. will be compelled to pay a 
pegalty that will make it not worth their 
while to continue the game. 

“With regard to the development of our 
rea fisheries, our policy at present is a con 
servative one, and we must wait to see what 
opens up when the present world slump passes 
away. 

Asked if there was any return of the pro- 
secutions for breaches of the fishery laws 
during the past season, the Minister replied 
that there. was such a return, but he not 
it with him at the ent. 

Were there any ions on which Con- 
servators asked for military protection, in 
addition to that of the Civie Guard !—There 
were, notably for the Moy fishery, for the 
Blackwater at Lismore, and for the Laune 
and the lakes in Kerry. Before the Civic 
Guard the military did the work, and they 
had to encounter armed poachers. 

Has the scientific expedition to Longh Derg 
made any report, and, if so, when will that 
report be published ’—There will be a report, 
but it will take six mónths to collate the 
facts. Meantime the expedition is closed 
down. i 

What about a revision of the existing 
licence duties, rod and net, and the imposi- 
tion of & licence duty on trout fishing (rods)? 

Mr. Lynch replied that this was a subject 
that would be dealt with by the Advisory 
Committee. Visitors from England end else- 
where would be enabled to take out a licence 
for fishing in Treland. 


THE SPORTING RIGHTS. 

To what extent has the power of the de- 
partment to make by-laws been affected by 
the change of Government, and are by-laws so 
made subject to confirmation by the Governor- 
General? 

Mr. Lynch said that the matter was at 
present under the consideration of the 
Attorney- rai. 

Is it a fact that sporting rights which may 
he acquired under the Land Act will be 
handed over to the care of the Minister for 
Fisheries? 

Mr. Lynch—That is a matter about which 
we are nót yet clear. 

Has the Ministry taken over a river in the 
County Donegal for the purpose of scientific 
investigation, and, . 60, oe ae is mé 
wor ing 1. Yes. gested Dis- 
tricts Board had that river, the Owenea, and 
it has been transferred to ps. It was used for 
a hatchery; and will continne to be so used, 
in order to provide fish for over rivers. and 
the kind of fish for which they are suite” ‘c. 

Is it for trout or salmon, or boinl—

Has the Ministry been able to provide &

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

At a meeting of the Dundalk Solicitors’ 
Association, the following resolution was 
adopted :— be Se 

“With regard to the legislation proposed 
by the Judiciary Bill now before Dail Eireann, 
we approve of the main principles thereof 
as facilitating the transaction of legal busi- 
ness for the public; but we suggest in parti- 
cular :—{1) That the Act itself should provide 
for. a Circuit Court office to be set up in each 
county. (2) That in all cases coming within 
the increased local jurisdiction provision should 
be made for adequate costs, and, for this pur- 
pose, in appointing a rule making authority 
Cirenit Court solicitors should have represen- 
tation. (3) That full rights to appeal from 
Circuit Courts should he allowed.” 


DAMAGES FOR INJURIES. 


CASE TO BE RE-HEARD. 


At the Dail Eireann Cou in Dublin 
Castle yesterday, before Chief missioner

case of Clarke v. Cuddy was listed for hear- 
ing. The plaintiff was Emmet Clarke, a 
minor, suing by his mother, Cathleen Clarke, 
of 31 Richmond avenue, Fairview, County 
Dublin, and the defendant was Michael Cuddy, 
48 Seville place, Dublin. The case came 
before the Court on an appeal against the 
decision of the Circuit Judge in awarding the 
plaintiff £200 damages, which the ‘plaintiff 
considered inadequate for the injuries received 
by being knocked down by the defendant's 
motor car. 

Mr. Lynch, K.C., with whom was Mr. 
Martin Maguire (instructed by Messrs.

TO THE BDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—The publication from time to time of 
the amounts awarded by the investigators of 
the Wood-Renton Commission in respect of 
decrees.granted by County Court Judges for 
malicious damage to property “show such 
enormous reductions that your readers. must 
conclude that those decrees were for sums far 
in excess of the rea! loss. 
justice to these Judges to point out such is 
not the case. The reductions are based (1) on 
an inequitable change in the law since the 
granting of those decrees, whereby loot com- 
mitted during the régime of the British 
Government is now excluded from compensa- 
tion ; (2) om the fall in the price at which the 
property destroyed can to-day be replaced, 
which is stated by the investigators to be 
from 20 to 50 per cent

The ordinary scale fee for a 
solicitor in all claims for compensation for 
malicious damage to property above £100 is 
£6; but, where, having regard to the work 
attually performed or the peculiar or excep- 
tional ifeulty or complication of the case, 
that fee shall appear to the Judge to be in- 
adequate, he may make a special erdér allow- 
ing such ¢osts as he may think just and 
reasonable, provided that such spécia! allow- 
ance shall in no case exceed one-third of the 
scale: fee. “Int plain language; the maximum 
fee the Judge can grant to a solicitor is £8, 
no matter how difficult‘the case or exceptional 
the work performed. That fee covers in- 
structions, preparation of the notices in- 
vestigating the claim, interviewing witnesses, 
noting their evidence, making out abstract of 
title, showing ownership to-the property, pre- 
paring inventories of goods déstroyed, attend- 
ing valuers and architects, and conducting the 
case in court. :

Tt is unjist to the client and to the solicitor 
and -calls for reconsideration.  [ have several 
important cases pending for clients in which 
the claims vary “from By 000 to £250,600, in 
respect of which this £8 fee would not pay 
for the scrivenery of the inventories and docu- 
mente for the case.. The former schedule of 
fees gave the Judge a discretion in cases of 
exceptional difficulty to allow such special fee 
as he thought reasonable, havi 
the work. done, and placed no limitation on 
his discretion.

A Gospel of Duty. 


Mr. Kevin O’Higgins’s address to the 
Catholic Truth Conference yesterday was, 
in. effect, a lecture on the duties of citizen- 
ship. He lays his finger on the spot and 
says, “Thou ailest there and there,’’ in a 
fashion which our people have not ex- 
pected hitherto from Irishmen on this 
side of the Irish Sea. His theme is the 
need spirit to meet the 
new needs of national freedom. We do not 
guarrel with Mr. O’Higgins’s account of 
the conditions which produced the temper 
and attitude that must be displaced if our 
country is to rise to the height of its 
opportunities. « During long centuries the 
bulk of the Irish people, rightly or 
wrongly, were “against the Government.”’ 
The virtue of resistance may be a heroic, 
but is not a fruitful, virtue. There was, 
in the main, little room for the arts of 
discipline and progress, though we cannot 
agree with Mr. O’Higgins’s statement that, 
during the last fifty years at any rate, 
such privileges as the minority enjoyed 
could be won by the majority only at the 
sacrifice’ of their principles. He forgets, 
for instance, that in the sphere of educa- 
tio.. Irish Roman Catholics could have 
made Dublin University their own by “he 
simple process of invading it with a 
suficiency of numbers and of brains. 
To-day, however, controversy about the 
past is useless. It is a fact that until the 
Treaty the mass of the Irish people lived 
in an atmosphere of restlessness, of resent- 
ment, of alternating exaltation and despair, 
Such an atmosphere has three vicious 
results. It discourages industry ; it checks 
the formation of a sound public opinion 
and it breeds illusions. An unhappy 
people take refuge in illusions as a 
neglected child takes refuge in day-dreams. 
The Irish people came to believe that they 
possessed special virtues of patriotism and 
morality. Recent events have shattered 
that comfortable notion and now, as Mr. 
O'Higgins says, they are stunned by the 
discovery that they are no better than 
other races, ‘In this state of unreadiness 
an. disillusionment the country finds 
itself invested suddenly with all the re- 
sponsibilities of full self-government. A 
backward democracy, we have been thrust 
into the forefront of modern civilisation. 
The vital question is: can we keep our 
place? 

If we are to keep that place, the effort 
must begin without delay, Our new Par- 
liament is making laws which will affect 
th; country’s destinies for many genera- 
tions, and the quality of Parliament 
depends on the quality of the electorate. 
Far-reaching reforms are needed in the 
whole conduct of national and municipal 
affairs. There is not one of the twenty- 
six counties which is not plagued with 
evils of extravagance, inefficiency and dis- 
honesty in local government, Formerly 
thes. things were excused by “ politics”: 
there is not the shadow of any excuse for 
them to-day. There is a vast amount of 
incompetence and short-sighted selfishness 
in the common business of life. It is 
largely the result of ignorance and of 
public indifference. ‘fhe remedy must be 
found in a double process of education— 
betier teaching in the schools and, in the

Until our laymen of all Churches attain 
to self-understanding and self-expression 
the fruits of self-government will be dust 
and ashes. 


Deflation. 


Speaking at a luncheon which was given 
to the Dominion Premiers in the London 
Mansion House yesterday, Mr. Stanley 
Baldwin referred briefly to the two great 
problems of industry and finance which 
are weighing so heavily on the country. 
The need for a definite policy in regard 
both to unemployment and to finance is 
obvious ; yet the public remains in the dark 
concerning the Government’s intentions. 
We can understand Mr. Baldwin’s reticence 
in regard to. foreign affairs, but the 
country is clamouring for information 
about the Government’s plans for dealing 
with the economic and financial crisis 
which is becoming more acute every day. 
Already winter is in sight. The mildness 
of September has been followed by a cold 
and blustering spell, and in the big 
industrial centres of England and 
Scotland the. shoe of distress very 
soon will begin to pinch. Mr. Baldwin 
expressed the hope yesterday that better 
times might lie ahead, and spoke rather 
vaguely about Empire development. The 
immediate problem, however, calls for 
instant treatment. The next few months 
will be a period of the sorest trial for 
every country in Europe. Doubtless, 
France and Italy wil] manage to survive 
the rigours of a cheerless winter, but 
Germany already is in eztremis. Britain, 
too, for all her stability; is in a very 
serious plight. It is true that the Sep- 
tember trade returns show a slight im- 
provement on those for August; but the 
roll of workless men and women is grow- 
ing steadily, and there seems to be no 
hope of a trade revival of sufficient extent 
to absorb a tithe of the unemployed. 

The Government’s silence has 
couraged the growth of many rumours. 
It has been stated, for instance, that in 
order to assist trade to combat the winter 
months the Government has decided to 
abandon the policy of currency <eflation. 
This change, if it be adopted, will be a 
financia] revolution of the most far-reaching 
importance. The need for a policy of defla- 
tion was recommended in the first instance 
by the Cunliffe Currency Commission, 
which issued its report shortly before the 
end of the war five years ago. In 1920 Mr. 
Austen Chamberlain announced definitely 
that the Government had decided to 
“deflate,” and ever since that time the 
process has been in operation, No other 
country in Europe had the courage to follow 
Britain’s lead. Germany carried inflation 
to grotesque extremes, while both in 
France and in Italy the Government 
printing-presses proved to be faithful 
allies of the parties in power. The result 
was inevitable. Britain reduced her pur- 
chasing power, increasing her taxes 
automatically, and at the same time 
launched out on a policy of debt redemp- 
tion. The Continental] Powers ignored 
their debts and by a plentiful issue of 
paper money» managed to lay the spectre 
of unemployment. To-day Britain has 
nearly two million men and women without 
work; but sterling is at a premium and 
the nation’s credit is higher than ever it 
was. The other Powers superficially may 
be better off, but their credit has almost 
vanished. The release of capital and the 
creation of new purchasing power un- 
doubtedly would. palliate the evils from 
which the country is suffering so severely ; 
but, on the other hand, the end of de- 
flation might mean the beginning of 
infiation—the greatest of all financial ills. 
Mr. Baldwin ought to declare his inten- 
tions without further delay,

Mr. Bernard Shaw, it will be seen, has 
preached a modern version of Buddhism, 
founded on biol The voice that Adam 
hears in the Garden is the force that sets 
ereative evolution at work. This conscience— 
to give it a name—ié not the sum total of 
physical development, but is actually - the 
primal force that has made development 
possible. : j 

In this final part, to-night, we were whirled 
away from any period that touches our own. 
Nearly 20,000: years have ssed since the 
Elderly Gentleman. died, sooner than go back to 
Mesopotamia and live in a world of dishonest 
sham. He had learned much from thé com- 
parative intellectual nobility of the long- 
livers in the Holy Island of the West. With 
all his conventional civilisation, there is a 
soul in the Elderly Gentleman. He is the 
decent everyman—rather ridiculous, but also 
pathetic in his good intentions. 

This scene, as I wrote yesterday, is the 
work of a genius. There is a passion in the 
Elderly Gentleman’s refusal to take part in 
the dishonest sham of falsifying the oracle. 
As he is too old to rise above himself, there is 
no solution but death. a 

Even in “ As Far As Thought Can Reach 
we are carried but a step higher in the de- 
velopment of the human soul. We find that 
some. 31,000 years from now human beings 
are only slightly developed, They still dance 
and make love; they still have their superiors 
in the -‘ ancients,” one of whom has lived 
for 800 years; they still treat the artistic 
representation of life as if it were greater 
than life. One of the artists—Pygmalion—has 
even created a Robot couple, who are in- 
tended to illustrate the false ideas of the 
silly, clever, and pseudo-scientific explanation 
of the mystery of life . on the basis of 
materialism. 

This last. section has movement and colour, 
and, though all the semi-classical figures 
speak at great length, they are precluded from 
indulging in allusions to modern politics or 
the politicians whom Mr. Bernard Shaw 
honours with his personal dislike. Even so, 
many of the conversations and discussions are 
longer than the dramatic effect they demand. 
However, this is Shaw, and one must accept 
him as he is. 

The production by H. K. Aylifie and the 
scenic setting of Paul Shelvirg again deserve 
the very highest praise. The Birmingham 
Repertory Theatre has certainly surpased 
itself in the production of this very difficult 
morality play. I wish I could give adequate 

raise all the artists who took part in it, 

ut I want to sum up my impressions of 
“Back to Mathuseleh '' as a le. 

Besides, Bernard Shaw himself at last made 
an appearance on the stage to-night—which 
is not, he said, the proper place for an author 
—and gave all the company and the producer 
praise, which will be more to them than any- 
thing I can write. The audience was also 
praised—and certainly it has been a very 
splendid - audience. Indeed, Mr. Bernard 
Shaw could hardly believe that any large pro- 
portion of it came from Birmingham, which, 
for theatrical matters, used to an impos- 
sible place. 

And now, to a rapid and necessarily’ brief 
recapitulation of my impreasions of this very 
interesting and; in many ways, very noble 
drama. 

In writing of “ Back to Methuselah,” 1 
have tried, as I promised at the outset, to 
criticise the Pentateuch entirely frbm its 
stage presentation. Has Mr. Bernard Shaw 
succeeded in so welding his religion that it 
becomes drama’ On, the whole, I decidedly 
think he has. In such an amorphous work 
you must expect certain obscurities, 
many inconsistencies, and from Bernard 
Shaw much that is merely g ous. 
He will be talking, and with utter 
shamelessness he uses the form of ancient 
stage jokes. One sees. them coming, but his 
admirers, being for the most part people who 
do not go to the theatre, are undismayed. But 
an experienced critic shudders at his temerity. 
Too much of this biological Pentateuch is de- 
voted to the old trick of guying politicians. 

‘“The gospel of the Brothers Barnabas,”’ 
and “The Thing Happens,’’ show that Bernard 
Shaw cannot resist temptation. They are 
witty, of course, but he has done that kind 
of thing better in his earlier plays. 

On the other hand, in “ In the Beginning,’’ 
“The Tragedy of the Elderly’ Gentleman,” 
and ‘‘As Far as Thought can Reach,” we 
have a fantastic satire which is also a moving 
confession of faith. It is informed by the 
noble seriousness which has always Been the 
life-force of Bernard Shaw, although as a 
young man he tried to hide it by masquerad- 
ijng as an Englishman's idea of an Irishman. 

Even in this play: he has attempted to 
make his audiences believe that the extension 
of life is its chief theme. It is not. ‘‘ Back 
to Methuselah’”’ is at once a biting satire of 
our civilisation and an expression of mystical 


faith.

A Trade Revival. 


In commercial circles in the City co! 
London there are expectations that the 
late autumn will see a great flood of 
appeals for capital for new businesses, 
This is rather significant ; for the City is 
always the first quarter to feel any im 
provement of trade conditions or a coming 
revival of business. It is now three years 
since there was any great output of issues 
of capital for industrial purposes; for in 
1921 the City was deluged with British 
corporation appeals, and in 1922 and 
during the present year Colonial borrowers 
have had matters all their own way. The 
issuing houses consider the prospects most 
favourable and think that substantial 
undertakings are assured of a satisfactory 
response. 


The Master of the Rolls. 


The new Master of the Rolls (Sir Ernest 
Pollok) is not the first old Carthusian to 
occupy that high position; for the late 
Lord Alverstone (Sir Richard Webster) 
also filled it for a short time before becom. 
ing Lord Chief Justice of England. For 
more than a century the Pollock family 
has done good service to the State both in 
law and arms; for it has produced almost 
as many distinguished soldiers as lawyers.

Poplar Again.

For years 
the Communist element in power on the 
Council has made that body live far beyond 
its means, and, as a result, all kinds of 
undesirables have been attracted to the 
borough in order that they might get a 
liberal something for nothing. Now the 
big ratepayers in the place refuse to be 
penalised. any loner, and they have 
announced their intention of striking. The 
payment of rates will be withheld until 
the ratepayers are assured that sound and 
careful administration in the interests of 
all sections in the borough will be effected. 
Naturally, this reasoned protest has come 
as a shock to the spendthrifts, and, as a 
counter-blast it is suggested that tenants 
shall refuse to pay rent. Altogether the-e 
is the making of a very unpleasant situa- 
tion in Poplar. 


Tut-Ankh-Amen and General Oglethorpe. 


The threatened exhumation of the body 
of Tut-A:.xkh-Amen was met with so much 
resentment on the part of the public that 
th: mummy will be allowed to rest in its 
tomb, and probably the same thing will 
happen with regard to the remains of 
General Oglethorpe, which are wanted by 
the State of Georgia. It is felt here that, 
if permission is given to remove the bones 
of this old general and his wife to the 
United States. there will soon be 2 renewed 
demand for the bones of Penn from the 
Friends’ burial place at Jordans and of 
others who distinguished themselves in the 
early days of America. It is recalled to-day 
in several quarters that these people wer? 
Englishmen, and ought to be allowed to 
rest in their English graves. 


Italy and France. 


Italy, under the demination of Signor 
Mussolini, seems to be determined to assert 
herself in every way, and consequently it 
will not be surprising if the story that 
she is to make a claim to France fot 
Savoy and Nice proves correct. The Fascist 
orators in their speeches claim that Savoy 
and Nice, which were ceded to France in 
1860, are Italian territory, and this claim 
is also taught in the school books. A Paris 
newspaper says that Mussolini sent a mill- 
tary mission to inquire whether some 
concession could not be made in Savoy, 
and when he received the report of ths 
mission he demanded that France should 
demolish the forts dominating some o! thé 
mountain passes. This was refused bY 
France, and the newspaper asks why the 
French Foreign Office surpressed all 
mention of the incident.

When the Committee stage of the Courts of Justice Bill was re-

President Cosgrave resisted the amendment, and said that £300 had 
heen fixed as a compromise. Personally he would like to see the jurisdic- 
tion of the circuit judges extended to cases involving £450. The Govern- 
ment, he added, did not bring the bill forward for the mere sake of 
making a change, but in order to benefit the country.

CENTRALISATION. 


Professor Magennis opposed the amend- 
ment. He said that the effect of the amend- 
ment, in its present form, was virtually to 
undo what they did on the second reading, to 
repudiate the principles of the bill. As re- 
gards the question of centralisation of the 
Bar, anyone who knew anything about 
centralisation knew that the tendency was for 
half a dozen of the “ big wigs’’ to monopolise 
the greater part of the business and to leave 
the rest of the profession briefless. 

Professor Magennis was proceeding to argue 
in support of the section, when the Speaker 
pointed: out that he had reached the time 
limit. 

Mr. Hewat opposed the amendment. The 
clause was an excellent clause, he said, and 
was based very largely on the very general 
knowledge that the old County Court system 
was a failure. The Courts had insufficient 
work, and they were not looked upon with 
the respect that they should have been. He 
thought it necessary, in the changed circum- 
stances of the country, to make radical altera- 
tions in the Courts. 

The Circuit Courts would be fully occupied, 
and it should be hoped that these Circuit 
Courts in the exercise of their functions would 
be a national asset in the administration of 
justice. It would not be wise that the 
administration of these Courts should be 
confined within narrow limits. 

Captain Redmond observed that he feared 
that the change would produce hurried, ill- 
thought-out law, and, consequently, faulty 
decisions. There was much talk about the 
setting-up of a new and distinctive system, 
but nine-tenths of the present measure were 
founded on the existing system, and the whole 
measure was founded on the fact that they 
had adopted the British Common Law and 
the British Statute Law, except where they 
had repealed it, for the future judicial system 
of their country. 

He should take exception to what Deputy 
Magennis had characterised as his conserva- 
tism. His conservatism consisted of this: 
that because a system was made in Eng- 
Jand he was not. going to turn it down. e 
had not reached the state of narrow-minded 


~ultra-patriotism when, because a thing came 


from outside, he could not take it and make 
the best of it for the benefit of his country. 

It was in that, too, that the great success 
of England lay. England never despised out- 
side inventions or outside systems. On the 
contrary, she took them, adopted them, and 
adapted them for her own use. That was 
what made England as she was to-dav. He 
hoped that in the future they would not be 
so blinded by the desire to have everything 
changed, everything different—not from 
common-sense reasoning, but from blind 
prejudice. He hoped that, on the contrary, 
they would be greater students of common- 
sense and sound patriotism, taking what they 
could from everywhere, and making it adapt- 
able to the best needs and purposes of their 
country. (Applause.) 


AN ALIEN THING. 


Professor Magennis declared that the very 
fact that the deputy shou'd object to an 
appeal on stenographers’ notes showed the re 
actionary’ nature of his. conservatism. 
(Laughter.) He himself saw in the Circuit 
Courts one of the most impof€ant departures 
making for the benefit of the country. The 
whole system of British-made law and the 
method of its administration was, he had no 
hesitation in saying, an alien thing. 

They were not, however, setting all that 
aside at once, as might be thonght from the 
remarks of.deputies. One of the ‘first things 
that they did in the early days. of the last 
Dail was to re-enact British statutes. It did 
not follow in any event that because certain 
institutions had worked successfully in another 
country they should be slavishly followed in 
Ireland. They should naturally look to their 
own requirements, and, after all, sentiment 
counted for the something in these things. 

Man was by nature an emotional being, and 
a great _ of his nature was ruled by senti- 
ment. The effect of their new system, as 
they hoped, would be to recreaté a respect for, 
and an obedience to the law, which was not 
p- to it when its administration was a 
oreign thing. 

Mr. O’Mahony said that the chief objection 
made by Captain Redmond was to the exten- 
sion of the powers of the Courts. The Execu- 
tive, however, could not think merely of the 
benefits which might, or might not, accrue 
to a section of the population. They had 
to think of the interests of the community 
as a whole. After studying the present 
measure, the only conclusion that they could 
come to was that it would make the adminis- 
tration of the law cheaper, more efficient, and 
more convenient. 


MINISTERS ABSENT. 


At this stage Alderman Byrne drew the 
Speaker’s attention to the fact that there was 
no member of the Government present in the 
House. He thought it proper and essential 
that if the Minister in charge of the matter 
under discussion was not present some other 
Minister should be in his place, making a note 
of the points to be replied to. 

The Speaker said that there was no doubt 
that the Minister in charge should be present. 

A member of the House now moved that in 
the circumstance the House should report pro- 
gress, thus ending the consideration of the 
bill for the present. 

President Cosgrave meanwhile returned to 
his seat, and was informed of the point 
raised by ‘Alderman Byrne.

ENNISKILLEN, Friday. 

Sir James Craig to-day continued his tour 
of the border town of Fermanagh, his first 
point of call being Rosslea, where he received 
a very warm welcome from the loyalists who 
met to greet him. 

Sir James said that he was never so proud 
as when he was going round that morning to 
see the men and women who were: worth 
fighting for. It was the fact that the Ulster- 
men on the border had been undefeated in 
the past, and were undefeatable so far as the 
future was concerned. (Cheers.) “‘No Sur- 
render” was as much their watchword and 
cry as it ever had been. No Border Commis- 
sion could filch away territory from them, 
made sacred by the way in which the men 
and women had defended it. (Cheers.) 

LUNCHEON AT LISNASKEA, 

At Lisnaskea Sir James Craig was enter- 
tained to luncheon. He was accompanied by 
Sir Basil 8. Brooke, Bart., County Com- 
mandant; Sir Charles Wickham, Inspector- 
General, Royal Ulster Constabulary, and 
Major Cavendish Butler, Ares Commandant< 
Ulster Special Constabulary. - 

After the toast of “She King, the toast 
of ‘‘ The Prime Minister” was honoured with 
enthusiasm. ; 

Sir James Craig, in reply, said that it 
would be no pleasure to be their leader if he 
had not the genuine support and trust of the 
people. This, he continued, was Lord Carson's 
week in Ulster. He had been associat 
all through their stirring times in Ulster with 
Lord Carson, and he was overjoyed that once 
again he was with them in their province, 
and he had received once again a reception 
equal to that given to him on past historical 
occasions. If anything was needed to ensure 
the people that he (Sir James) would never 
give away one inch of territory, it was the 
fact that he was able to look Lord Carson in 
the face and say: “We have not flinched 
one inch since you laid down your leader- 
ship." .

Thev had conducted themselves exactly as. one 
would have expected, and shown that they 
had not only the courage and the power to 
organise law and order, but to bring peace, 
which was the admiration, not only of their 
friends, but of their opponents. 

THE IMPERIAL CONFERENCE. 

At the present moment there were gathered 
together in London the Prime Minsters from 
their Colonies, who were discussing matters of 
far-reaching importance. Those Prime Ministers 
had been looking on at the evolution cf 
events in Ireland, and whatever lesson they 
had learned, they had learnt that the Ulster 
people had been true to the Constitution, 
and that the Union Jack was as dear to 
their hearts as it was to them. 

if he were asked what would really benefit 
Ulster most, the prescriptic> he would give 
would be: ‘‘Leave her alone’’—to be left 
alone to work out their own salvation unJ 
destiny, and carry on as they had done in 
the past, each working for the benefit of the 
whole.

The following statement on the position of 
Roman Catholics in North-East Ireland has 
been issued by members of the Hierarchy, 
whose names are subjoined :'— 

“It is doubtful whether in modern times 
any. parallel can be found “for the way in 
which the Catholic minority in the North of 
reland is being systematically wronged uhder 
the laws of the Northern Parliament. 

‘*].—Proportional representation, as. en- 
acted by the 1920 Act to protect the minority, 
is abolished, or being abolished, and the con- 
stituencies have already been shamelessly 
jerrymandered, Catholics never being allowed 
a seat except at the waste of a huge surplus; 
Protestants being provided with representa- 
tion on the narrowest margin of votes that is 
safe for them. 

“II.—An education measure has been 
passed, under which Catholic schools are 
starved, unless, indeed, they go under a con- 
trol that is animated by the dominant spirit 
towards Catholics; and, whereas . Protestant 
young men from the North are freely allowed 
to train as teachers in Kildare street, Dublin, 
Catholic candidates, if they intend to become 
teachers in Northern Ireland, are not per- 
mitted to go to the College at Drumcondra, 
for which the Catholics of the North, in 
common with their co-religionists throughout 
Ireland, made such heavy sacrifices to provide 
the proper training for their young teachers. 
Instead of that, Catholic young men are 
being inveigled into courses of training in 
Belfast, which, as we already publicly de- 
clared, we eannot consider a tolerable pre- 
paration for the high office of a teacher in a 
Catholic school. . 

“III.——Nor is that all. As if to trample 
upon the feelings of those who have been 
opposed to the partition of Ireland, an oath 
* allegiance, not only to the King, but to the 
Northern Government, has been prescribed for 
all who hold offices of emolument under the 
Government or the local bodies, and for 
others besides. Teachers in the North of 
Ireland are under the galling necessity of 
taking that oath to retain their salaries, 
whilst nothing of the sort is demanded in 
any other part of the British Empire. What 
is far worse, the attempt is being made to 
impose that oath on priests who are re- 
munerated out of public sources for their 
services as chaplains in institutions or as 
teachers in secondary. schoois, though it can 
hardly fail to be well known that scarceiy 
anything else would more insidiously sap the 
trust and confidence which the people repose 
in their priests in all their troubles than that 
such an oath, so unnecessarily imposed, 
should be taken by Catholic clergymen 
ministering to the poor or educating the 
young. 

“IV.—The utter disregard for the rights 
of Catholics could receive no better illustration 
than it does in the attitude of leading 
Northern Ministers on the boundary question 
in regard to Tyrone and Fermanagh, where a 
large majority have voted in favour of in- 
clusion in the Free State. This ever- 
advancing aggression on Catholics is a grave 
menace to the peace of the whole community ; 
and, in view of what has already happened, 
after waiting very long in the hope of some 
approach to equal dealing, we consider the 
time has come for our people to organise 
openly, on constitutional lines, and resolve to 
le down no longer under this degrading 
thraldom. They are altogether within their 
rights in holding parochial or. othey public 
meetings of protest.”’

GERMAN DECLARATION OF 
BANKRUPTCY, 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE, ~ 
From Our Own Corresponpenrt. 
" BERLIN, Friday. 

There have been sensational rumours this 
evening regarding the Note which the Govern- 
ment is understood to be preparing for de- 
spatch to the Reparations Commission. 

‘While on the one hand it is said that it 
will invite the Commission to verify the pre- 
sent disastrous state of affairs for itself and 
decide what Germany can pay, it is declared 
in other quarters that the document will 
approximate much more closely to a declara- 
tion of bankruptcy, in that it will suggest to 
the. Allies that they should, as it were, put 
in an official receiver or trustee—in other 
words, do something like the League has done 
in Austria. 

I am loth to believe that such a categorical 
declaration of. bankruptcy is imminent. But 

uite special interest attaches to the fact that

Stresemann is chiefly desirous of learning at 
first-hand the precise manner by which 
Austria’s financial difficulties have been so 
rapidly and successfully tackled under the 
League of Nations auspices. 

Meanwhile, wither+ aw-iting to-morrow’s 
Reichstag decision, Herr Ebert has invole 
Article 48 of the Constitution empowering 
the Cabinet to take immediate action in the 
matter of taxation. Taxpayers suffered a 
nasty jar this morning when they learned 
from a decree that they must henceforth pay 
on a gold valuation basis; that this decision 
is retrospective from September 1; and that 
they are likewise to receive, supplementary 
demands covering the January-September 
period. 

There has been a slight reaction on the ex- 
change to-day, and the mark has risen a 
few milliards, perhaps in the reflection of a 
growing belief that the Government will get 
its hill tomorrow. 

The alternative, as a matter of fact, will 
hardly bear thinking about. Elections under 
present conditions would mean civil war, and 
a Stresemann Government Dictatorship might 
well lead to counter dictatorships from Right 
and Left, so plunging Germany back into the 
political chaos of the middle ages.

TRAIN WRECKED BY WAVES 
ON DOVER PIER, 


SOLDIERS AND PORTERS 
INJURED.

From OUR Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
DOVER, Friday. 

The gale at Dover to-day was one of the 
fiercest for a generation, and remarkable 
scénes were witnessed. On the Admiralty 
Pier a huge wave smashed the carriage of 
a military train, and three soldiers were 
seriously injured. . 

The 1st King’s Dragoon Guards had arrived 
from Edinburgh, en route for Germany. 
Suddenly a tremendous wave crashed over the 
pier and struck the train. The side of one 
carriage was smashed in, and three men, 
Corporal Twiss, Trooper Brindley and Trooper 
Glyne, were severely crushed and had bones 
roken. ey were conveyed to hospital. 
The portion of the train containing the 
women and children of the soldiers had 
windows smashed in by the heavy seas, and 
Marine Porters Morris and Hambrook suffered 
from broken ribs. 

In the storm the 14th and 20th Hussars 
froin the Rhine had a rough passage. The 
should have landed at Dover from Osten 
yesterday morning, but their ship, the Prin- 
cess Clementine, was compelled to lay-to off 
Dover. It was not until 7.30 p.m. that the 
troops were able to land. 

The French mail steamer Invicta, which 
arrived soon after ó p.m., failed to get along- 
side the pier, and lay head to wind across the 
commercial harbour, making it dangerous for 
the troopship to enter. 

Heavy seas smashed. the refreshment 
buffets on the pier extension and destroyed 
the food gay se for the King’s Dragoon 
Guards. 

A Deal telegram reports that a south- 
westerly gale is blowing in the Channel and 
that all shipping traffic is suspended. Scores 
of steamers and sailing ship are unable to 
proceed. 

At Hastings yesterday the sea dashed over 
the Parade, penetrating parts of the town 
and. leaving many tons of shingle behind. At 
Portsmouth yesterday afternoon there was 
serious flooding in Broad street. A telegraph 
boy delivered his message in a boat and work- 
men went to a restaurant in a skiff. 


30-FOOT WALL BREACHED. 


High tides, unequalled for a generation, 
combined with a gale which reached a maxi- 
mum of 60 miles an hour, produced floodings 
at Sandgate and Seabrooke, coast towns be- 
tween Folkestone and Hythe, says a Folke- 
stone telegram. Several houses on the sea 
front had.to be vacated hastily. 

Such was the force of the waves that a 
breach was created in the outer wall of Sand- 
gate Castle, which at the base is between 30 
and 40 feet thick. Fragments of the wall 
were hurled in all directions.

FOUR MEN SWEPT OVER- 
BOARD. 


The British steamer, Donira, which lost four 
of her crew on Tuesday during a storm in the 
Atlantic, arrived at Aberdeen yesterday. 
Bound from Newfoundland to Aberdeen with 
wood pulp, the ship was fourteen days out on 
October 8, when the storm struck it. Huge 
Waves swept over the ship, and at about 
three o'clock on the following morning a 
tremendous sea carried four men overboard. 
They were:—T. H. Williams (17), seaman. 
of Port Dinorwic, Wales; Richard 
Longrove (19), A.B., of Penarth, Wales; 
Cyril A. Cook, 17, seaman, of Stepney, 
London; and 1. Gardiner, 44, boatswain, of 
Aberdeen. Another member of the crew had 
a miraculous escape, being washed . overboard 
and thrown back on the deck. Several other 
men sustained injuries by being knocked 
about the ship. 

During the height of the gale waves were 
dashing as high as the masthead, and one 
man stated that jt was the worst storm in his 
experience. The vessel had to be assisted into 
Aberdeen, and bore eviderice of her severe 
buffeting.

FARMERS AND THE 
LAND TROUBLE. 


There will be no trouble at the Great 
Southern and Western Railway terminus in 
Dublin to-day as the result of the notice 
served on the company by the Transport 
Union a, week ago. On behalf of the carters 
a demand was made that the company should 
provide assistance for the unloading from 
waggons of goods which are sent at the 
owner s risk.

It is 
known, however, that the whole situation is 
being fully considered by the Executive Com- 
mittee, and it will be dealt with at the All- 
Ireland Delegate Conference of the Union, to 
be held on the 18th inst. 

INCIDENT AT THE PORT. 

There was an unexpected development at 
the port yesterday afternoon, when a “down 
hands ' of men connected with the handling 
of coal cargoes for one of the largest firms 
of importers took place. Two steamers—the 
ss. Zillah and ss. i se” mís sá involved. It 
appears that one of the carriers concerned in 
the present carters’ strike sent a vehicle to 
the Dublin General Steam Shipping Company, 
getting a small.supply of coal, but a couple of 
men refused to fulfil the order.

FIRM STAND OF THE FARMERS. 


An important, statement oí their position in 
the Waterford farm strike has just been 
issued by the County Waterford Farmers’ 
Association. The official statement commences 
by saying that statements have appeared in 
the Press to the effect that only a section 
of the farmers is prolonging the strike, and 
that generally the farmers are willing to 
concede the demands of the labour organisers. 

This, the document says, is an absolute 
mis-statement, and contrary to the facts. The 
farmers, it adds, are willing to deal 
individually and unconditionally with their 
men, and there is nothing to prevent the men 
offering themselves for work except the atti- 
tude of the Transport Union officials. 
the men on strike did actually offer themselves 
for work some time ago; but gangs of 
labourers threatened them to such an extent 
that they were obliged to leave work. 

The present state of affairs, the statement 
goes on, has been brought about solely by 
the incitement of Transport Union organisers. 
Farmers were prevented from obtaining the 
necessaries of life, except by permits 
from the Transport Union. These permits 
the farmers looked upon as badges of slavery, 
and contrary to all conceptions of personal 
freedom. Their very title to the land was 
questioned. The document concludes :—** It is 
certain that negotiations will never again be 
re-opened by the farmers with the Transport 
Union. This does not mean that the farmers 
are out to annihilate the labourers, whom 
they will deal with individually and uncon- 
ditionally, and there is nothing to prevent 
the men going back, when they will receive 
generous treatment.” | 

It is feared in Waterford that there is now 
little hope of an early settlement of this 
dispute, which has now been in existence 
since the 17th of May.

The Times, referring in a leading article 
to the statement made by Lord Robert Cecil 
on the part of the League of Nations tn inter. 
national affairs, at Thursday’s meeting of the 
Imperial Conference, observes :-—His_ state- 
ment, long as it was, could, of course, not 
cover ail the points raised by this great issue ; 
but we think he might have found time to 
answer Signor Mussolini’s point that the 
League contains the inadmissible feature 
“that it allows quice little States to intervene 
and discuss and regulate the interests of 
great countries.” A good many people agree 
with the Italian Prime Minister that there 1s 
éa hierarchy of nations,’’ and to put them 
all on terms of voting equality in the Assembly 
or in the Council has an air of artificiality. 
Albania, presumably, has the same voice as 
Holland in the Assembly. Is this natural! 
Can it be a practical arrangement? The 
question opens up deep issues, and several 
answers suggest themselves, especially if, as 
Lord Robert maintains, the method of the 
League is one “oí consent, and its executive 
instrument is not force, but public opinion. 

However, there seems no reason why Britain 
should not take the Covenant of the League 
as its guide in foreign policy and approximate 
to its tenets as far as possible. And if it con- 
forms, it must conform, not only at Geneva, 
but in its diplomatic Chancelleries as well. In 
the latter stages of the recent negotiations At 
Paris. from which Lord Curzon did not with- 
draw the veil, the Conference of Ambassadors 
took a step which, so far as it is possible to 
judge, was far removed from the policy which 
was being upheld at Geneva by the British 
delegate. The compulsion put on Greece to 
pay the full fifty million lire without reference 
to the International Court of Justice was con- 
trary to a previous ruling of the Ambassadors 
themselves. British prestige and influence 
suffered a severe set-back in Europe when the 
British Envoy weakly acquiesced in his col- 
leagues’ designs.

WOMEN EJECTED FROM 
CATHOLIC TRUTH CONGRESS

There was a large attendance at the after- 
noon session of the Catholic Truth Society's 
Congress in the Mansion House, Dublin, yes- 
terday, when Mr. Kevin C. O’Higgins, Minister 
of Home Affairs, delivered an address on 
“The Catholic Layman in Public Life."’ The 
Most Rev. Dr. MacRory, Bishop of Down and 
Connor, presided. 

When Mr. O'Higgins came forward Madame 
Gonne McBride rose from one of the front 
seats, and proceeded to speak in a loud tone, 
but in the confusion and noise which im- 
mediately ensued what she said was not 
understood at the Press table. There were 
cries of “Put her out,” and she was seized 
by two of the officials and conducted to the 
exit. 

In the meantime half a dozen other women, 
rising in different parts of the Round Room, 
began to speak, apparently in sympathy with 
Madame Gonne McBride. The majority of 
the women present were, however, hostile to 
the interrupters, all of whom were quickly 
removed from the building. 

The whole incident did not occupy five 
minutes, and at its close there was a loud 
and sustained outburst of applause. 

Mr. O'Higgins then proceeded with his 
address, which was not further interrupted. 


THE CATHOLIC LAYMAN, 
HIS PLACE IN PUBLIC LIFE. 


In the course of a paper on '' The Catholie 
Layman in Public Life,” Mr. Kevin O’Hig- 
gins, Minister for Home Affairs, said that 
exception might be taken to the title of the 
paper on the ground thet the Catholic lay- 
man which it envisaged was the Irish 
Catholic layman, and that hardly any re- 
ference was made to the Catholic layman in . 
America or on the Continent, who was so dis- 
tinctive a force in their public life. 
Whatever their personal political affiliations 
might be, no man in his sane senses could 
deny that the past few years had definitely 
marked the turning of the nation from a 
by-way on to the high road, and that with 
their new powers and importance as a people 
had come very weighty responsibilities. They 
could not escape from these responsibilities 
into an imaginary vacuum, where there were 
no responsibilities, and there was no need 
to reconcile political theories with the facts 
of life. Liberty meant responsibility in its

first and last analysis, and it was an unfortu- 
nate fact that large numbers of their Catholie 
fellow-countrymen had fallen into the old and 
false doctrine that liberty was licence to fol- 
low oae s own instincts without regard to the 
general welfare. 

It took a nation, just liberated, some time 
to realise the responsibilities and duties con- 
noted by its new etatus, and within the nation 
it took the normal individual a very lo 
time to perceive that national freedom di 
not mean endless holidays for himself, 

THE ABNORMAL TYPE. 

Alternatively, it took the abnormal indivi- 
dual a long and painful apprenticeship to 
learn that man was a social being and not a 
wild animal. In fact, it was just the abnor- 
mal type, when he seized fully u the fact 
that government was an inexorablé necessity 
to civilisation, and to his own personal wel- 
fare, and that the only alternative to govern- 
ment seemed to be chaos, who became the 
most intolerant conservative of everything 
established. History should teach + young 
nation to walk warily. They knew thet a 
young man, free from control for the first 
time, was often prone to run wild, and the 
stricter the control the more violent the re- 
action, but he learned by bitter experience 
that he should discipline himself, as thev 
should learn as a people that they should 
discipline themselves or forfeit bheir future. 
Liberty meant responsibility and hard work, 
A general realisation of what hberty meant 
ought naturally’ to arise first amongst the 
Catholic laity who had inbred in the bone the 
doctrine of moral responsibility. 

All the more would they expect the Catholie 
laity to be s social force in the commnanity, 
since the Treaty had given them control of 
public life if they chose to exercise such com 
trol. 

But the Catholic laity had not chosen te 
intervene with a decisive voiee in their 
national affairs. It might be some years 
before the Catholic layman attained self- 
understanding and self-expression, but when 
he did articulate a new voice would be heard 
in their councils, and a powerful gravitational 
force towards au efficient democracy would 
have come into being. 

PUBLIC OPINION. 

Irish public opinion, which was a reflee- 
tion of the attitude of the indivdual, was 
never so indistinct, so negative. . The public 
seemed to have the utmost difficulty in find- 
ing an affirmative position on vita] issues of 
policy. The only possible explanation that 
occurred to his mind was that the Catholie 
laity were not mentally active in the politi- 
cal sense; that their attitude was one of 
fatalism ; that the political changes had been 
too great for their habits of mind to grasp as 
yet; that the orientation to the point of view 
that treason was not now what it was against 
an oppressor—a virtue—that it was now & 
vice had been all too slow. The Catholie 
layman in Irish public life was until 1917 in 
the circumstances either a recreant, a minor 
official, an emigrant, or in rebellion against 
an illegitimate state of Government. Such 
an environment might stimulate fine virtues 
of self-sacrifice and sincerity, but it starved 
the genius of the creator and aocial 
organiser. 

There was no need for undue pessimism. 
They were the victims of circumstances, cut 
they should defeat circumstances. They had 
shortcomings, but their hstory, particulirly 
within the last year, was the history 
of every European nation breaking frcm one 
mould to another. Rebirth was painfu’, as 
well as dangerous, but was there any reason 
why this country-should be above taking ta 
mind the experience of other nations; the 
necessity of discipline in public, as in private, 
life, the recognition of the fact that they had 
been sowing their wild oats altogether toe 
prodigally this last year. A perception of 
the historical fuct that no nation could exceed 
the limits of its vitality and strength with 
out a terrible reaping of the whirlwind would 
yet retrieve the situation.. 

' AT THE END OF THE TETHER. 

A diagnosis of the condition of the country 
warned them that they were at the end of 
their tether. He failed to see what gratifica 
tion the opponents of the established State 
could get from the prospect of chronic dis- 
turbance in the country. It micht be the 
dog in the manger mentality, but  re-sup- 
posing that in the next few years these

The beginning of the naval aticch on the outer forts 
of the Dardanelles at a time when the plans for 
co-operation by the Army were as yet unformed 
was fully explained in the extracts from the 
second volume of Mr. Churchill's memoirs, 
which we published yesterday. 

We publish further extracts to-day containing Mr. 
Churchill’s accourd of the fall of the outer 
forts, and of the political consequences which 
flowed from it, the most important being the 
announcement by Great Britain and France 
that they would agree to the annexation of 
Constantinople by Russia.

early in March, 19 1 5, to assist tn land opera- 
tions on the Gallipoli Peninsula, and of the 
fatiure of this plan owing to conditions imposed 
by Russia.

T nine minutes to 10 on the morning of 
A February 19th the British and French 
fleets concentamted at the Dardanelles 
began the bombardment of the outer forts. . . 
By March 2nd the whole of the outer de- 
fences of the Dardanelles were destroyed, in- 
sluding nineteen primary guns, of which four 
were modern. These constituted approxi- 
mately in number and in quality one-fifth of 
the whole of the gun defences of the Straits. 
The fleet was now able to sweep and enter the 
Btraits for a distance af six miles 2 to the 
limit of the Kephez mine-field. he first 
phase of the Dardanelles operations was thus 
completed. 

The greatest satisfaction was expressed at 
the Admiralty, and I found myself in these 
jays surrounded by smiling faces. Lord 
Kitchener told me that his officers who were 
in contact with the Admiralty reported a 

irit of strong confidence. If the Dardanelles 

mmissioners could only have taken the 
pxpert evidence on the feasibility of -_~ 
attacking forts in the first week of March, 
1915, instead of in the spring of 1917, they 
would have been impressed by the robust 
tharacter of naval opinion on these questions.

They would also have been struck by the 
number of persons who were in favour of the 
Dardanelles operations and claimed to have 
contributed to their initiation. In short, their 
task would have resembled the labours of the 
Royal Commission which inquired into the 
origin of the tanks. 

Each day at the meetings of the Admiralty 
war group I invited Sir Henry Jackson to give 
his appreciation of the telegrams from# the 
fleet. These appreciations were up to this 
point highly encouraging. 

I telegraphed to Admiral Carden at the end 
vf February asking how many fine days he 
estimated he would require to get through. 
He replied on March 2nd: “* Fourteen.” It 
really looked as if we had found 4 way in 
which the Navy could help the Allied cause in 
a new and most important direction. How- 
ever, I observe that I informed the War 
Council on February 26 “that the Admiralty 
could not guarantee success and that the main 
difficulty would be encountered at the 
Narrows. All that could be said was that the 
reduction of the outer forts gave a g 
sugury for success.” I ‘also pointed out re- 
peatedly that a purely naval operation would 
not in itself make the Straits free for un- 

oured merchant ships. 

“The inner and intermediate defences of the 
Derdanelles were now exposed to the attack of 
the fleet. These defences consisted of ten 
forts and batteries of varying size and import- 
ance, equally disposed on the European and 
Asiatic shores of the minefields closing tne 
Straits in successive lines, and of the mobile 
batteries and howitzers which protected both 
the forts and the‘ minefields. To this problem 
the fleet now addressed itself.

From February 24 onwards I could contem- 
plate that Lord Kitchener would in certain 
tircumstances be willing to use an army not 
merely to exploit a victory of the fleet, but

gemained impenetrable. But the timely 
voncentration of whatever forces were 
pvailable was urgent.

When the earthquake came this pier rose 
up in undulations Tike the back of a moving 
caterpillar. In some places it rose over 
thirty feet. It then broke up, and many of 
the crowd were immediately killed, but many 
were gallantly rescuea by the crew of the 
Empress of Australia, whose boats were very 
bravely launched. 

Yokohama was a fine sea town, with a great 
group of fine houses on the rocky Bluff, which 
commands the harbour in somewhat the same 
way as the high rocky parts of South Kings- 
town and Dalkey. This part was the resi- 
dence of Europeans, and terrible was the fate 
of many, whose houses were shaken head- 
long from the rocks. I stayed in one of these 
houses with an old gentleman who had lived 
there for fifty years. His duties were con- 
nected with the foreign sailors who visited 
the port, and he was known to a great circle 
of naval and mercantile friends throughout 
the world. I have not heard of his escape, 
and fear that he may be among those who 
perished. 

From Yokohama to Tokyo was a forty-five 
or fifty-minute run on the very fast electric 
trains. The distance is further than from 
Kingstown to Dublin, but in many respects 
the route is similar, The trains run near 
the low shore of the harbour, and much of 
the industrial life of Japan was revealed to 
the visitor before many miles were passed. 
Just as one sees the smoking chimneys of the 
various factories and gas works on the South 
side of Dublin, so the shore from Yokohama 
to Tokyo was sprinkled ‘with industries of 
many different types. The number of new 
large buildings under construction was sur- 
sewer even to one who had read of Japan’s 
growth. 

These buildings are now largely crumbled 
ruins, and even steel frames and ferro-concrete 
have proved as matchwood under the terrific 
upheaval. The same impression of 
growth was everywhere apparent on reachin 
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Some of the Sufferers. 


in the midst of her disasters and defeats 
had led Sir Edward Grey, as early as 
November 14, 1914, to instruct Sir George 
Buchanan to inform M. de Sazonoff that the 
British Government recognised that ‘‘ the 
question of the Straits and of Constantinople 
‘should be settled in conformity with Rusman 
desires.”

But now in 1915 that there seemed to be a 
prospect of Constantinople falling into the 
hands of the Allies, Russian opinion required 
public reassurance, Such an announcement 
was bound to cause unfavourable reactions 
in Greece, Bulgaria, and Rumania. Could we, 
on the other hand, afford to quarrel with or 
even dishearten Russia at the moment when 
she was reeling under the German cannonade, 


was all the time vital to our hopes of general 
victory ?

Starling and Sparrow. 


The young starlings are roaming the 
country, and many a sin of youth is theirs. 
They ‘strut about with an impudent and 
swaggering air. They talk loudly and in- 
cessantly. Their own affairs are of paramount 
importance, and they are ohjectionably. ex- 
clusiye. Yet they are good comrades to one 
another, and ] encourage and assist a 
maimed ‘member of their own flock with real”

“The most 2 aen and noisy of all the crowd 
of holiday-makers are the sparrows. Even 
sthe town sparrows leave the cities at this 
time of year ahd go to the country, where 

Iden grain awaits them in the ‘sunny 
stubble fields. Here is no exclusiveness. They 
are hugely p - with life, and quite pre- 
pared to quarrel or chum with any other birds 
they may meet. They join forces with the 
chaffinches, green linnets, yellow hammers, 
and wagtails, and ba from field to field 
in great flocks as cheerful a rabble as any 
war of Kent hop-pickers. . 

The birds are not the only creatures in 
the stubble fields. Insécts abound in every 
direction. Close to the tops of the cut stalks 
the crane fly wends its inconseguent way, and 
innocent enough Mrs. Daddy Long-legs looks 
as she wanders about. But she is not as 
guileless as she looks, for all about the field 
she is dropping her eggs, from which will] 
hatch out the injurious ‘leather jackets,” 
which feed upon the roots of grass and 
destroy good pasture land. Fortunately the 
— vee which she flies nonchalantly, 
will pick-axe up many a fat grub in sprin 
and undo much of her evil. g = 

Our arch enemies, the harvest mites, are 
still here, and will soon enough call attention 
to themselves. To many people they are 
“- red spiders,’’ but they are not spiders, or 
even perfect insects. ey are the larvae of 
a mite, which temporarily attaches itself for a 
certain period of its life to warm-blooded 
animals for preference, although they may be 
found in hundreds attached to the under- 
sides of leaves. They are, however, ofly too 
delighted in dry weather to creep on to a 
beiter host—to wit, yourself, when chance 
occurs, and drive you to distraction with the 
ensuing. irritation. 

Beetles are much in evidence, and, though 
looked upon generally with aversion, the 
country lanes and fields would be unpleasant 
places if it were not for their services. Here 
we have evidence of their work, for some 
mischance has slain a field mouse, and round 
and underneath the little body’ the Sexton 
beetles are hard at work. These handsome 
creatures. Necrophorus vespillo, are banded 
in orange and black, and are performing 
their duties as Nature’s scavengers, scraping 
away the earth from under the dead mouse 
till. it has sunk at least three inches down, 
when they will cover it in and complete the 
burial.. Before doing so they lay their eggs 
all round it, and then depart to look for 
another dead creature awaiting their services. 
Clumsy Dor beetles tumble along through 
the stalks, often falling on their backs and 
showing the company of tiny mites which in- 
fest them. These used to be considered as 
parasites, but they are in reality useful valets, 
which serve to keep the corslets of their 
host bright and clean. In a few days more 
the stubble fields will be ploughed up, and 
holiday birds and insects will all disappear.

Just then I noticed a woman walking 
rapidly towards me, looking behind her now 
and then furtively. She was young and 
beautiful, her pale set face, refined and deli- 
cate, contrasting strangely with the poor 
patched clothing and broken boots 

In her arms she carried a tiny baby, held 
closely to her under her thin shawl. 

I watched, and felt a sense of mystery, so 
incongruous were her high-bred features and 
carriage with her sordid setting. 

Then I saw a man following: he was tall 
and handsome, and had evidently been a 
soldier. He soon caught her up, and they 
stopped at the other end of the bridge. He 
bent over her, speaking rapidly, threateningly, 
and suddenly he dragged the baby out of her 
arms, and made as though to throw it over 
the low parapet. 

1 called out, and ran to help her; but 
before I reached them she had caught his 
arm and faced him fearlessly, looking like 
an accusing angel. The man thrust the infant 
into her arms, and slouched sullenly away, 
muttering threats of future ferocious deeds. 

The girl leant against the parapet with 
despair in her face, but there was a dignity 
about her which prevented my speaking to 
her, so I went away, sad at heart for the 
sorrows of women. 

A few nights after I was awakened by 
shouts from the street below, and, looking 
out, saw several cottages and shops burning 
fiercely. Throwing on a few warm clothes, | 
hurried out to bring some of the homeless 
people into my house for shelter. 

elp came from a neighbouring town, and 
the fires were put out before dawn, but not 
before a woman and two children were burned 
to death.

He had married a girl from 
another part of the country, above him in 
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birth and education; the people whispered 
“ A lady born.”

CONGESTED AREAS. 


The report of the Congested Districts Board 
for the financial year 1921-22 has just been 
issued. 

In view of the passing of the Land Law 
(Commission) Act of 1923 on 24th July, 1923, 
the Congested Districts Board has now been 
dissolved, and the officers and work of the 
board transferred to the Land Commission, 
this report is the last to be issued. It states 
that the receipts of all funds for the year 
argounted to 286, and payments 
£893,780. The total transactions en both 
sides of:the account in the year exceeded one 
and three-quarter millions. 

The roport states that as from April, 1922, 
its funds came under the control of the 
Ministry of Agriculture. It is considered 
desirable to give a short review of the Board’s 
work for relief of congestion in connection 
with. their estates and improvement works 
from the formation of the rd in 1891 to 
the 3lst March, 1922. | 

Ii appears that under various Land Acts 
the Board dealt with 951 estates,. involving 
1,772,575 acres of tenanted land and 408,976 


acres of untenanted land. There were re- 


sold to the vendor 30,564 acres. The pur- 
chase price of the total handled. was approxi- 
mately £9,025,590. oe 

By way of reply to critics it is pointed out 
that the fact has been overlooked that it 
was the Land Act of 1909 which first gave 
the Board power to deal in any large w 
with ‘estates under the Land Purchase:
